That is two and one-half times what St. Louis 
now pags its Mayor, and 25 per cent more®than 
the salary which the Mayor of St. Louis will 
get under the new charter, if it is adopted. 

Waite is the second boss Dayton has had with- 
in a year.

That 
job was an extraordinary one, dealing with con- 
ditions which were little less than appalling. 
Not a downtown business house open, except as 
shattered windows left it open; no gas or elec- 
trie current, no train or street ear service, pave- 
ments torn up, and water everywhere except 
in the city water mains.

“Mr. Patterson,” replied Waite, “was chairman 
of the body which drafted the charter for Day- 
ton’s new form of city government. He is not 
now Officially connected with the city govern- 
ment. His business affairs occupy his time, as 
they did before the emergency period of nearly 
a year ago.” 

Manager Waite is trying to make it clear that 
Dayton is not seeking sympathy, having recov- 
ered fully from the flood, and that the new 
business form of government was, not forced 
on the city by that catastrophe. 

“More than a year before the flood,” he said, 
“the movement for a new government was start- 
ed with the organization of a Bureau of Munic- 
ipal Research. It investigated municipal gov- 
ernment and its functions and methods in other 
places, and sought, in a constructive, not a de- 
structive way, to draw attention to the need for 
a change.

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MR. Tarrs SENSIBLE WARNING. 
Ex- President Taft in his address to the Na- 
tional Geographic Society uttered a sensible 
‘warning on the subjegt of Mexican intervention 
when he said: 

“The situation is in such a condition that 
it will be improper for me to comment on it, 
except to say this: That those who lightly look 
forward to Intervention are either utterly re- 
gardiess of the loss of life and the expendi- 
ture of immense treasure, or else they don't 
know what armed intervention on the part 
of this Government in Mexico will mean.” 

Mr. Taft dwelt chiefly on the cost in lives 
and treasure, prolonged warfare with guerril- 
Has and the uncertainty of the final outcome. 


Tnere is another consideration. Back of the 
cries for intervention is jingoism—the thirst for 


a and imperial exploitation. | 
We do not know where it would end. We 
might find ourselves after intervention hot in 


and commercial spoliation. We might have to 
control and amalgamate a vast, ignorant, mon- 
grel population. The consequences to our own 


ured. 
We do not know what may be the extent of 
the madness, the greed and reckless ambitions 
of Mexican leaders, nor the pressure that may 
come from other nations on account of outrages. 
Intervention may be forced upon us. But it 
should be the last resort when every other re- 
source has been exhausted. 

Every effort President Wilson makes to avoid 
intervention serves the best interests of the 
American people. If he shall finally avert it, 
and bring orderly government in Mexico with- 
out force of arms, he will perform the greatest 
possible service for his. country.

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CITIES AS TAXPAYERS. 

Floor Leader Mann of the Republican remnant 
in the House ‘of Representatives voted for the 
Shackleford road bill. He excused his vote by 
saying that “the cities can well afford out of their 
wealth to contribute taxes to aid the country in 
the construction of roads.” 

Mr. Mann seems not to know that the cities as 
a rule already pay a higher percentage of taxes to 
support state governments than the country dis- 
tricts do. Thus: Cities have urgent need for all 
the revenue they can get for municipal use. So 
they assess their citizens’ property at a high rate. 
They pay the State’s tax at that high rate. Coun- 
try districta as a rule assess their property at a 
low rate, having far less need for local’ revenug— 
and they pay the State’s tax on that low assess- 
ment. 

Thus are wasteful laws passe, and justifled, in 
lamentable ignorance, or demagogic defiance, of

PROFIT-SHARING ENGINE TROUBLES. 

So far the most unqualified praise of Henry 
Ford's profit-sharing plan has come from men 
who have jobs in the Ford motor ‘car factory. 
Grave misgivings concerning its transmission gear 
have been recorded by many publicists. It has 
been denounced by trust magnates as promotive 
of joy-riding and held to be an impractical model 
by rival motor car men. 
Socialists disparage it. 

But Mr. Ford déclares that he is going to devote 
his life to perfecting the plan and that on his 
death he will leave most of his fortune to 
promote its success. It is the $2 and $3 a day man 
that he interested in, not the $150 or $200 a month 
man. The plan will perhaps work out with unex- 
pected and disappointing results at first. There 
will be crudities and inconsistencies. But with a 
man like Ford determined to design new models 
for it until it is an instructive object lesson to 
the industria] world, how can we doubt the out- 
come—particularly as the Ford factory, in the 10 
years of its existence, has done $205,897,625 worth 
of business, of which $60,406,832, or 29 per cent, 
has been net profit? 

In spite of carping and fine-spun analysis, tha 
Ford factory has only to approximate in the next 
10 years its prosperity during the past 10, and the 
Ford profit-sharing plan will run Along with less 
engine trouble and friction of any sort than a 
Ford runabout, 
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The House of Lords is a little late in passing 
itsTesolution deploring the purchase of peerages 
by contributions to party funds. Moralists have 
shown no excessive. concern over the practice in 
the past. Perhaps they thought that a title to 
legislate for the country, bought with good, hard 
iron sovereigns laid down in the hand of the party 
treasurer, was at least as legitimate as a title to 
legislate inherited along with real estate and rail- 
road stock from one’s next of kin. And at pres 
ent there is less cause for concern than ever before. 
The peers are left with only a veto power—a con- 
tingent veto at that. Soon even this will be taken 
away.

The rarity with which fallen men get a chance 
to retrieve their mistakes explains why so many 
return to evil ways. Captious criticism of the in- 
determinate-sentence principle, the modern parole 
system, the plan of golden rule convict colonies, 
fails to take into consideration the fact that 
society’s penalties for offenders do not end 
with their confinement.

Mrs. Dora Elizabeth Fuller-Downing- 
Doxey-Erder-Whitney, generally known 
as Mrs. Doxey, saw the end of her 
troubles with the laws of Missouri, 
which lasted four years and a half, 
when she passed ett of the Clayton 
Jail yesterday afternoon.

Her latest husband, Fred Whitney, of 
Orofino, Idaho, was waiting for her, and 
her lawyer, Joseph G. Williams, said 
they would return to Idaho at once. 
Whitney has been working in a St. 
Louis hotel while his wife has been in 
jail. He paid the $100 fine which was 
assessed in addition to his wife’s jeil 
sentence, having previously settled the 
costs. 0 

Mrs. Doxey-Whitney weighs 15 pounds 
more than she did when she began her 
sentence, and has improved in health 
through her abstinence from morphine. 
During her time in jail, she amused her- 
self with a flirtation with Earl Wheel- 
er, a prisoner. Her notes to Wheeler, 
which were intercepted by the jailer, 
discussed a plan for abandoning Whit- 
ney and eloping with Wheeler. 

Mrs. Doxey left her husband, Dr. L. 
B. Doxey, in Columbus, Neb., in 1909, 
and, coming to St. Louis, married WII- 
liam J. Erder, a postoffice clerk. He 
died under mysterious circumstances, 
and she collected his life insurance 
and went back to Doxey.

FIREMAN KILLED 
TWO HURT, IN BIG 
DOWNTOWN BLAZE 


‘ Spectacular Day Rubber 
Co. Fire. 


$200,000 LOSS ON STOCK 


Falling Trolley Wires Cause a 
Panic Among Hundreds of 
Spectators. 


Electrical fireworks, wind and rain 
enhanced the spectacle of a fire 


{that on Fourth street. 


‘which last night turned into a four- 
story retort of blazing rubber the 
building occupied by the Day Rub- 
ber Co. at 415-17 North Fourth street, 
and cost the life of ons fireman. 
Martin T. Lynch of 4020A Kennerly 
avenue, captain of Engine Company 18, 
was killed in the collapse of the second 
floor of the structure. Two others were 
hurt. 

The fire started in the cement de- 
partment on the third floor, and to 
attack it from beneath, several com- 
panies of firemen were sent to the 
second floor. Chief James O’Donnell 
of the Salvage Corps, sensed the 
threatened fall of the floor and shout- 
ed to his men to run. A minute later 
there was 4 crdsh and half a dozen 
plunged down in a wreck of timbers. 


After Edward Galligan, pipeman of | 


Truck Company 18, and Jack Mannion, 
one of the hosemen, who 
bruises, were rescued, it was discovered 
that Lynch was missing. Firemen with 
electric torhces dashed into the build- 
ing to search for him, but were driven 
back by the dense and strangling 
smoke, acrid with the stench of “burn- 
ing rubber, which was discernible for 
blocks around. 
Brother on the Scene. 

. big. acetylene searchlight was 
mounted on the sidewalk, but its 
rays were extinguished within a few 
feet by the smoke. In the belief that 
Lynch might have fallen through a 
trap door into the cellar, a hole was 
knocked in the sidewalk with a 
sledge hammer and an engine was 
set to work pumping water out of 
the basement. 

Joseph Lynch, a brother of the 
missing fireman, was downtown. and 
was one of the thousands . 
to the fire by the blaze, which mu- 
minated the downtown district like 
the flue of a furnace. When he 
learned that his brother was in the 
building, he was with difficulty re- 
strained from rushing in. 

Live Wires Cause Panic. 

Fourth street, between Locust and St. 
Charles streets, became the stage of 
brilliant electrical pyrotechnics, caused 
by short-circuited trolley wires. A feed 
wire at Locust street snapped with a 
boom like a cannon, and with a dazzling 
outburst of flames. The ends of the 
wire fell into the street, striking fire 
wherever they touched. 

John Egan of Truck Company 12, 
placed his hand on a hosecart, and was 
stunned and knocked to the ground. 
He. was carried into a neg#by store, and 
after being revived, resumed his place 
on the fire line. 

Then, in an ,instant, the entire block 
of trolley wire on the east side of Fourth 
street became incandescent, a_ long, 
white-hot thread of fire. The firemen 
sprang to the sidewalks, and the spec- 
tators, thronging the side streets, 
pressed upgn one another in their panic. 

Spectators Are Drenched. 
The gleaming filament hung for a few 
moments, then sagged, and then simul- 
taneously melted in several places, so 
that the wire fell and lay sputtering 
along the pavement. It burned through 
the hose whenever it touched the rub- 
ber tubes, and half a dozen geysers of 
water shot, into the air, drenching ev- 
eryone €ithin reach. Then a man, clad 
in rubber from head to foot, and armed 
with a pair of pliers, went along the 
block cutting the fallen wires. 

At 11 o’clock the flames were under 
control, having been prevented from 
spreading to the adjoining buildings. 
When it was possible to enter the struc- 


ture it was “ound the front half of the 


second froor had colicpsed, and in its 
fall had borne into the basement a part 
of the first floor. 

| Firemen Dig for “Body. 

Lynch's helmet was found beside the 
heap of debris and the hose he held 
extended into the mass of timbers. 
Chief Swingley directed his men to fol- 
low the hose, while digging through the 
ruins, confident that at its end they 
would find the body of the fireman. It 
was ‘finally found at 11:30 o’clock, under 
a pile of timbers, after more than two 
hours of search. Lynch was 38 years 
old, the eldest of five brothers. He lived 
with his mother.

A sudden windstorm, with a veloc- 
ity of 54 miles an hour, swept over 
St. Louis from the West from 8:15 to 
8:30 o’clock last night, tearing off 
cornices, breaking windows and blowing 
down trees in different parts of the 
city, and resulting in, injuries to 
several persons.

It was also announced by Deputy 
Internal Revenue Collector Daly at 
the Federal Building that returns 
placed in the mails prior ty. midnight 
on Monday, although delivered to the 
Federal Building Tuesday, would be 
regarded as returns made on time. 
This concession has alwavs been 
made in the case of corporaticn tax 
returns since the year 1909 It was 
decided to Sive individuals in the 
case of the income tax the same 
privilege. 

As the period for making declara- 
tions narrowed to a close, the busi- 
ness of the internal revenue’ office 
increased dally and yesterday it was 
estimated almost 1000 persons either 
appeared in person or by representa- 
tives to file returns,“which will he 
collectible by the Government on 
June 30.

tates are held in trust by them. 

Up to date there have been filed 
in the Internal Revenue office 6451 
individual retürns. As soon as pos- 
sible after all returns are in, the 
Internal Revenue Collector has been 
asked to inform the Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner at Washington 
of the total number of individuals 
and corporations that have reported 
and to give an approximation of the 
total revenue based upon the declara- 
tion. 


Corporation Returns. 

The local office believes that a 
great number of corporations will 
be found delinquent because of a 
misunderstanding of the law. Cor- 
porations, under the law, are per- 
mitted to elect whether they shall 
make a return for the calendar or 
their own fiscal year, If a corpora- 


tion chooses to make a return un- 


der the fiscal year system, the law 
requires that it serve notice to that 
effect upon the Government. The 
corporation must designate in writ- 
ing to the Government the last day 
of the month selected as the month 
in which its fiscal year shall close 
as the day of the closing of its fiscal 
year, and shall, not less than 80 days 
prior to the date upon which ite an- 
nual return Is to be filed, give notice, 
in writing, of the closing of such 
year. 

Only eight out of 8000 corporations 
availed themselves of the fiscal year 
privilege in 1918, so that all corpora- 
tions which have not filed the notice 
must make a return for the ealeadar

Henry Ford Income Understood te Bo 
$7,000,000 a Year. . 
DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 28.—It has 


many multimillionaires in Detroit, 
but the income tax statements filed 
at the Internal Revenue office, with 
only one more day to go, indicate 
that this is not so. It seems that De 
troits’ wealthiest man 1s Henry Ford, 
whose statement, it is understood, 
admits an income of upwards of 
$7,000,000 a year. Half a dozen men 
have declared incomes of $600,000 or 
a little more, but none approaches 
Ford. Only 3000 statements have 
been filed, though there are 14,000 
persons in Detroit who have Incomes 
sufficient to maintain an automobile.

Another message arrived today 
from Secretary Bryan in which hea 
requested immediate information 
about the disappearance of Bauch. 
Carranza's replies were made to both 
queries at the same time.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 28.—Four hun- 
dred and seventy-five saloons were 
closed in Memphis tonight, because the 
law passed by the Legislature lest year, 
taking any saloon operated within four 
miles of a school a nuisance goes into 
effect tomorrow. Mayor Crump; who, 
since 1909, has allowed the saloon to re- 
main open under the old law which 
made the rest of™the State dry, has ad- 
vised the saloon men to close up. 

The decision of the Supreme Court, 
handed down today at Nashville, de- 
claring the interstate “jug law’’* in- 
valid, has given the saloon men a ray 
of hope. This law prohibited the ship- 
ment of liquor into the State, in quan- 
tities of more than one gallon. This 
will enable many dealers to transfer 
their saloons totArkansas, just across 
the, river, and ship the liquor to their 
Memphis customers. 

One hundred and fifty Federal li- 
censes have been surrendered. Offi- 
cials will keep open house Sunday, to 
allow others who desire to do so to 
turn their licenses in. 

Owners of property, who under the 
law are liable, if their places are de- 
clared nuisances have, in many cases, 
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licenses. This is especially tinin 
the resorts in the restricted districts.

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Supreme Court Relieves Thirsty by 
Making “Jug Law” Invalid.

today rendered a decision on the inter- 
state “jug bill,’’ holding that the right 
of the individual to order any quantity 
of liquor could not be restricted by 
State statute, and the decision falling 
on the last day of the existence of the 
saloon and the brewery in Tennessee, 
gave relief to the thirsty ones of the 

State.

: “No. She told me that I always had 
been a good husband to her. She 
said she knew she was doing wrong, 
but couldn't help it. I thought ev- 
erything good in my life was going 
from me. I saw my wife and my 
children vanish as in a vision.” 

Faints in Chair. 

Ellis reeled in his chair and fel! 
Against the wall.. He was wunco:.- 
scious for two minutes, and durimg 
the remainder of the cross-examina- 
tion kept his eyes closed. Ths prose- 
cutor renewed his fire of questions 
and forced the witness to r assert his 
faith in the woman he klled. It was 
Ellis' third day on the tand and he 


sompleted his testimony late in the, 


afternoon. 

Throughout the testimony Ellis never 
once turned his eyes toward Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Hosea the aged parents of 
“*ps Ellis. When £llis admitted he was 

seased before te married, the couple 
sobbed like ehlyſten. Hosea rose from 
his seat as if to attack the witness, 
zut an attendant placed a hand on his 
arm. ang he sat down, 

Shonfly afterward Hosea, blinded by 
ri and anger, mistook W. H. Burt- 
ne, a Cincinnati lawyer, for Ellis and 
agarted to attack him. Mrs. Hosea 
restrained him. 

“Why, Daddy, that’s net him, that’s 
Mr. Buftner,” she said, and Hosea sat 
down again.

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More Playgrounds and Home for 
Working Girls Obtained 
Through United Efforts. 


By Marguerite Martyn. 

T will be news to indlvidual mem- 

bers of some 55 women’s cpubs of 

St. Louis to learn that they are 
about to be amalgamated or organized 
into one great body for civic work. Very 
little has been said about it, and no 
public statement made until now, but 
s00n the following notice will be sent 
out. to all clubs which are eligible 
calling a meeting of representatives the 
afternoon of Monday, March 9, place 
not yet decided: 
) “Realizing that in union there is 
strength and that as yet no organiza- 
tion. exists in St. Louis that brings 
women together for work purely local 
in character, and realizing as well the 
value of such organization in molding 
public opinion, several clubs ask you 
to co-operate in forming an organiza- 
tion to promote the intellectual, phy- 
sical, philahthropic and moral advance- 
ment of St. Louis by organizing indi- 
| vidual club effort.“ 
:| Such city federation of women’s clubs 
exist in many large cities—Detroit, In- 
_ | diana polis, Atlanta and Kansas City 
notably. Such a federation will differ 
from the existing state and national 
federations, in that its problems will 
be only St. Louis problems — mainly 
civic ones. 

Work in Kansas City Explained. 

The préliminary notice is broad and 
indefidite, but Mrs. H. H. McClure of 
Katjsas City, who is in St. Louis visit- 
ing her daughter, Mrs. A. B. Wilder, 
950 Belt avenue, gives more explicit in- 
formation of the work accomplished by 
such a body of women. Mrs. McClure 
is chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, probably the most. impor- 
tant division of that organization known 
in Kansas City as the Council of Wom- 
en's Club. She said: 

Some social remedies directly attrib- 
uted to the efforts of the Women’s 
Council as I know it during the period 
not longer than the last three years are: 

“First, the establishment of public 
playgrounds. 

Next, a boys' hotel. 

These institutions were brought into 
existence by the direct efforts, support 
and influence of the women, were then 
adopted by the city government and we 
are happy in seeing them perpetuated. 


Next, we brought into being a hotel 
for self-supporting women. There is no 
age limit, but a wage limit of 
week, and it happens often that a girl 
whose earnings are increased to more 
than $8 regrets it tecause it means she 
must seek other lodging. Our girls are 
given not only comfortable board and 
bed, but a really cheerful and happy 
home, An old mansion, once the show 
place of Kansas City, but later desert- 
ed, standing as it does within walking 
distance of the business center, was 
bought with its extensive grounds for 
$32,500. We care for 60 young women. 
It is in no sense a charitable institu- 
tion, and a girl is charged according 
to her earnings at a fate of one-half 
her salary for her board. The aver- 
age paid is $2.25 a week, and so far as 
current expenses are concerned, the ho- 
tel is self-supporting. Of course, repairs 
and emergency expenses create a defi- 
cit, and the Council is now seeking to 
devise means of meeting this. But as 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, I am happy to report the prop- 
erty value now has increased to about 
$80,000. We have $2500 loaned out and 
$600 in an emergency fund. The bulid- 
ing wes purchased by private subscrip- 
tion, for which you may believe the 
women worked very hard. 


“While. there is no stigmx of charity 
attached to the boarders, there are 
emergency cases which the hotel gladly 
looks after. It is a rule to keep a 
girl who is out of employment two 
weeks without pay. Girls who are 
studying to provide themselves with a 
means ot livelihood are provided for 
by endowments and scholarship funds. 

“I was visiting the hotel Christmas 
week and a salesgirl was brought home 
suffering a breakdown from the holiday 
rush. She was taken to her bright 
little room, waited upon by maids and 
housekeeper and given every attention. 
1 thought how different her fate had 
she had to-go to a cold, hard bed in a 
lonely rooming house. 


Home for Delinquents. 

“The next accomplishment of the 
Women's Council was the Parental 
Home of Delinquent and Dependent 
Girls. I understand St. Louls ig in 
need of just such a place, with the 
probation officers always on the look 
out for suitable homes and environ- 
ment in which to place their charges. 

“The law of Kansas City provides 
fot an institution a delinquent and 
dependent children. A $250,000 plant 
with 400 acres of ground are at their 
disposal. Strange to say, the council 
had not included girls in the defini- 
tien of children. There was ample 
provision for boys, but no account 
had been taken of delinquent and 
dependent girls. 

“Women went to .the Legislature 
and finally saw that girls were taken 
into consideration. Eighty-six acres 
were appropriated for their use and 
it was provided that girls’ buildings 
should be contiguous to the boys. We 
objected and had to go back to the 
Legislature till we got our way about 
that. We watched the progress of the 
building, insisted upon the cottage 
plan and saw that educational fea- 
tures were provided with especial at- 
tention to domestic sciences. We still 


keep an ee on the institution and 


we are repaid by seing children in 
health. 

“You have no idea.the amount of 
struggles and difficulties involved in 
putting through some of the projects 
in philanthropy so easy to conceive—— 
the wire pulling, the diplomacy, the 
political entanglements.

Work for Woman's Reformatory. 

“Our last project, she continued, was 
obtaining an appropriation for a wom- 
an’s reformatory. And this, I judge, 
is a Very present need in St. Louis. 
The problem now puzzling some of your 
reformers following the. elimination of 
the segregated district would be solved 
if our ideal home for outcasts were 
available. The same situation arose in 
Kansas City when a reformer came 
along before we were ready for him, 
and cleaned out the segregated dis- 
tricts before our refuge was built. It 
put the cart before the horse, as it 
were, 

“Our reformatory 1s to be an indus- 
trial. home, not a jail. We want it in 
the country with abundance of out-of- 
door work and instruction in garden- 
ing and domestic branches. Health 
building employment is the main need 
of outcasts. 

“Our next efforts will be to improve 
jail conditions, especially among women 
prisoners, and just now we are backing 
an industrial school for colored women 
to ameliorate the domestic service 
problem.“ 


„But one thing at a time.“ 
concluded Mrs. McClure.

His wn 
placed his property in trust of the 
St. Leuls Union Trust Co. and pro- 
vided that his wife and the two 
daughters reecive -the income, After 
the death of such beneficiaries, the 
trust estate, the will provided, shoul4 
go to their descendants. The main 
part of the estate consists of a hah 
interest {n mining land in Jasper 
County, Mo., and in stock in the St 
Joseph and Doe Run Lead companies. 

Dividerds Amount te $125,000. 

Testimony shows that Holmes ac- 
quired this mining land for $8000 a 
few years before his death and that 
in 1918 royalties from the sale of ore 
there amounted to $24,000 as the 
Holmes share, Stock dividends paid 
by the twe companies on the Holmes 
interests from the time of his death 
amount to about vies, 000, it was de- 
clared. 

The trust 3 the 
stock dividends and the royalties on 
the sale of ore as part of the estate, 
going to enhance its value, and ap- 
plied it as such, but paid all other in- 
come to Mrs. Holmes and her daugh- 
ters. The mother died two years ago 
and since then the daughters shared 
the profits. When they claimed the 
stock ‘dividends en! royalties also 
should 2 hegre to them as part of the 
income, the trustee filed suit to con- 
strue Holmes’ will, naming the heirs 
aa defendants, .

DES MOINES; lIo., Feb. 28,—The 
Governor of Iowa will. become the 


actual head of every. department ot 
the executive branch of the Stata 
government, while every Judge of 
the State will be appointed by the 
Chiet Justice of the Supreme Court, 
if the plans of the efficiency engi- 
neers of the last Legislature are car- 
ried out, it was announced today. 
The report of the engineers, just 
placed in the hands of the Executive 
Committee on Retrenchment and Re- 
form, urges centralization of power 
and one-man control in the legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of govern- 
ment. 

The proposed system provides that 
the Governor shall appoint directors 
general of Departments of Agricul- 
ture, Commerce, Industry, Public 
Works,’ Public Health and Education 
and Charities and Corrections, an 
that the Governor himself shall be 
the head of the Department of Public 
Safety. The directors general of the 
several departments shall constitute 
anew Executive Council of which the 
Governor shall be president.

Athlitic Club, of 
which Randall is boxing instructor. 
‘A long wrangle ensued which last- 
ed all of one night and most of the 
following day. Then Finch accepted 
Randall because he was assured by 
those who know the local arbitrator 
that Randall was a safe man, conscl- 
entious and could be relied upon in 
the ring to do what he thought was 
right, and because it was agreed tha. 
after the bout, né matter how it ter- 
minated, Randall was not to give his 
opinion of the outcome. 

So the referee went inte the ring 
with his wings clipped, so to speak, 
having nothing to do but see that 
the rules governing the contest were 
observed. 

Of course, the agreement was made 
to protect Duffy’s interests; but as 
Duffy was the winner it seemed easy 
enough to break the agreement, 
though it is very likely Welsh holds a 
different opinion. 

The failure of the club to “back up“ 
Randall to the full extent of a ref- 
eree’s authority in the ring recalls 
an incident which took place during 
the time Charles “Hardluck” Haugh- 
ten was boxing impresario of the 
West End Club in this city that had 
a different conclusion. 


When Schreck Met O’Brien. 

It was during the World's Fair year 
when boxing had. free rein here and 
the West End Club was showing 
champions, near-champions and 
high-class men in all its main 
events that Haughton matched Phil- 
adelphia” Jack O’Brien and Mike 
Schreck. The men were middle- 
weights. O’Brien held great promi- 
nence in the ring, classed as one of 
the best who ever drew on a giove, 
and was before the time of his fa- 
mous “confession” of frame-ups in 
which he had participated. 

“The Cincinnati Dutchman,” 
Schreck was called, was at his best 
and playing havoc with t 
tions of ambitious middleweights, * 
even heavyweights. He was 
awkward boxer, 5 feet 8% inches ti 
very thick of body, and fought i 
such a crouched position that his 
head was lowered to about the waist- 
line of the average middleweight. 
But Schreck had a left-hand wallop 
that he started somewhere down 
near his knee that had the force of a 
mule’s kick and when it landed some- 
thing had to givé way. Every boxer 
“who faced him was afraid of it. 

O’Brien came on from Pititadelphia, 
arriving here the night before the 
fight, and registered at the Southern 
Hotel. Then he phoned Haughton of 
"his arrival and requested Haughton 
to meet him at the hotel. Haughton 
did so and the conversation which 
then ensued was about as follows: 

„Hello, Jack.” 

“Hello, Charlie; 7 got in; teel- 
ing fine.”

President John A. Wilson ‘of the 
American Automobile Association, just 
home from a business ‘trip abroad, as- 
serts that “America need no longer go 


to Europe for instruction in roads im- 


provement. While admitting the high- 
ways systems in France and England 
provide adequately for the multiplying 
passenger and freight traffic that has 
resulted from the coming of the motor- 
driven vehicle, Mr. Wilson expresses the 
belief that the present attention by 
Congress to the roads question ulti- 
mately will result in a network of 
roads communication when will cover 
the entire country. 

‘Difference of opinion in the rdads 
question now is simply from the method 
of aboroach.“ comments the A. A. A. 
president, “for All are agreed that a 
comprehensive plan necessarily must 
embrace, in so far as it is possible to do 
so, beth the big roads and the little 


roads which connect even the’ back-' 


roads farm with the nearest market 
place. What the farms on the back 
roads produce counts as a substantial 
percentage of the: total food supply of 
the whole country. 

‘In a scientific distribution of the cost 
of read construction and maintenance 
all four civil subdivisions must be con- 
‘cerned. Tt is plainly. a logical sequénce

Secretary of War 
Garrison has refused to show Major 
Koehler any favors. He Insists that 
his trial must be open, except where, 
in the judgment of the court, publicity 
might influence witnesses to the detri- 


ment of the™Wefendant. 


The story of the “Koehler case“ reeks 
with immorality and degeneracy. The 
defendant is charged with ‘‘conduct 
prejudicia] to good morals,” Among the 
witnesses are commissiened officers, 
non-commissioned .officers and privates 
at Fort Terry. They number 18. To 
the cerrespondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
Secretary Garrison tonight said: 

“My telegram to the Court states my 
pesition. I believe the trial sheuld be 
open, and have directed Kk to be 80 
throughout, except when, in the discre- 
tion of the Court, seerey is necessary 
in order not to jeopardize the accused 
in his defense. 

Charges of Pressvre. 

“The only. influence brought to 
bear in this whole case has been by 
the friends and membrs of the fam- 
ily of Maj. Koehler. Senater Reed of 
in behalt of Mr. Frank 
Koehler, discussed the case with me 
over the telephone. He said he called 
to ask me to accept the resignation 
of Maj. Koehler. The brothers of 
Maj. Koehler later asked that the 
resignation be refused, saying that 
Maj. Koehler had beer; ill-advised, 
that to resign under fire was tanta- 
mount to an admission of guilt. 

“Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska 
brought Mr. Koehler of Geneva, Neb., 
another brother of Maj. Koehler, to 
see me. They asserted there was a 
conspiracy to ruin Maj. Koehler. It 
was then I said that owing to the 
seriousness of the charges some one 
would be tried, either Maj. Koehler, 
if the charges had foundation, or 
those bringing them if they lacked 
foundation, I then told them 1 
would order another investigation in 
order to do no one an injustice. This 
I did, with the result you know of.” 

— Has Brother in Army. 

The allegation that a group of officers 
are conspiring to ruin Maj. Koehler has 
been promulgated by the brothers of the 
accused, in the opinion of army offi- 
cers here. They say the- latter are at 
New London, Conn., the nearest town 
on the mainland to Fort Terry, and are 
j doing everything to help their brother. 

Another brother, Maj.° Lewis NM. 
Koehler, Fifteenth cavalry,awhile deep- 
ly interested in the trial of his brother, 
has taken no pane part in his de- 
fense. 

When the charges. were first investi- 
gated a few weeks ago the Inspector 
General recommended that Maj. Koeh- 
ler be tried. 

About this time Koehler forwarded 


to Gen. Barry his resignation from the 


army. Barry advised Secretary Garri- 
son to accept the resignation and drop 
the charges, Secretary Garrison de- 
clined and ordered a court martial. 

About this tine Senator Gilbert M. 
Hitchcock, in company with Bat“ 
Koehler, Maj. Koehler’s brother from 
Nebraska, called at the War Depart- 
ment. They asked the Secretary not to 
accept the resignation ef Maj.- Koehler, 
saying the charges against him were a 
Frame- up.“ and that certain influences 
at Fort Terry were at work trying ta 
ruin his reputation. The Secretary 
agreed to have another investigation 
made in advance of trial. The second 
investigator also advised a court-mar- 
tial. 

Still desiring to hush a scandal, Gen. 
Barry again telegraphed Secretary Gar- 
rison that the resignation should be ac- 
cepted for the good of the service. Gar- 
rison answered that it was incompatible 
with the public service to allow Koeh- 
ler to resign, and ordered the court- 
martial to proceed witheut delay.

NW YORK,’ Feb. 28.—The Camp 
Fire Club today is sendiug out a 
novel proposal in sportsmen’s safety 
jegislation it requires that no license 
be granted unless the applicant shall, 
in addition to existing requirments, 
take an oath “that he will not point 
any gun or other firearm, loaded or 
unloaded, in the direction of any per- 
son; and further, that he will not 
shoot at any object without first as- 
certaining that said object is not a 
human being.” 

A hunter who injures anyone shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor accord- 
ing to the terms of the proposed bill.

Secretary Have High Officials

They Earn. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Secretary 
of War Garrison today struck a sym- 
pathetic chord with the members of 
the House Committee on Insular Af- 
fairs when he said that he had 
wearied of the complaints of the low 
salaries paid by the Government to 
the most important officials. 

“The fact that a man might make 
$100,000 a year in private life does 
not mean that he would be worth 
that to the Government, or that he 
should be paid such a salary,” he 
said. “A Government official should 
get enough to live in a dignified man- 
ner without gold lace of flummery.” 

Secretary Garrison told the com- 
mittee that the agitation in favor of 
freeing Porto Rico is ridiculous be- 
cause it is not now and never has 
been the purpose of this Government 
to cut the islafiqd loose. He said the 
island should have a government of 
autonomy under the supervision: of 
the United States.

Poultry Left.

I had a 
number of pigeons in this loft but they 
were lots of care and I did away with 
them and thought I could keep my six 
laying hens in the loft instead of in a 
small pen in my yard, where they do 
not get any sun at any time during the 
day. Would you advise the change?—J.

It will require more care to keep 
chickens in a loft than it did the 
pigeons, as the loft would have to be 
thoroughly cleaned every day and kept in 
a sanitary condition. If your chickens 
are doing well in the yard I would ad- 
vise you to keep them there, 


Limberneck, 

Will you please tell me what is the 
matter with a chicken which always 
throws its head back and looks toward 
the sky? It does not seem to be sick but 
staggers backward as though its neck 
is broken.—U. S. C., St. Louis. 
Your bird has the limberneck, which 
comes from filthy food. If noticed in 
time, a teaspoonful of castor oll is a 
good remedy, but in most cases treat- 
ment has been unsuccessful. Would sug- 
gest that you kill the bird, burn the car- 
cass and disinfect your premises thor- 
oughly. 

Care in Winter. 
What is considered the best laying 


given during winter? Also, what. kind 
of food should be*used in cold weather’ 
I have experienced considerable trouble 
with chickens picking feathers in the 
summer and would appreciate any in- 
formation you can give. J. Mi J.. 
Wichita, Kan. 
There is no best breed. Any of the 
popular breeds, handled properly, will 
give good results. A comfortable house 
with the same food in the winter that 
the fowls can get in the summer on free 
range and plenty of fresh water, will 
make them productive. The foods used 
by successful poultrymen in the winter 
are mixed grains, fed in litter, plenty of 
green foods, especially sprouted oats, 
crumbly mash composed of bran meal 
and ground alfalfa, with a little beef 
scrap added twice a week.

NE of the finest and most 
expensive ermine opera 
cloaks in the United 
States is being worn this 
winter by Miss Edmee 


Anheuser of St. Louis. 


It is said to have cost 
$4000, and is made of 400 pure white 
and heavily-furred skins, imported from 
Siberia, of that highest grade which is 
called “royal,” because it is used to 
make the robes of state worn by the 
Kings and Emperors of Europe. 

The design is a Russian Cossack 
model, with a spacious yoke.in which 
ermine was lavished as prodigally as 
if the material had been silk, and with 
a collar of. dazzling white Arctic fox, 
one of the rarest of furs. There is a 
broad ermine sash ‘which begins at a 
point in the middle of the back and 
knots in front.. The.possession of this 
sash alone would make, almost any 
woman happy. The cuffs, which can be 
turned back, are of ermine. - 

The cloak is lined with brocaded 
erepe, and the edges of the garment, 
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inside, are faced with a wide band of 


silver lace flouncing, which appears 
when_the garment is thrown open. A 
feature of the design is a lavish use 
of black ermine tails attached so as to 
follow the lines of the figure. 

Miss Anheuser has worn the wrap 
frequently this winter at the theater 
and at evening social affairs, and her 
appearance has always created a pro- 
fouhd stir of admiration. She is re- 


garded as one of the prettiest girls of 


this city, and is a niece of Mrs. Ad- 
olphus Busch. Ms | 
The coat was made after a Russian 


model by a St. Louis store designer, 


who declares that in many years of at- 
tending exhibitions of ermine garments 
he has never seen a cloak surpassing 
Miss Anheuser’s. It is easily the cost- 
liest and most beautiful ermine wrap 
in St. Louis, and it is a matter of dis- 
pute among local furriers as to whether 
it was not more expensive even than 
two or three clégks ‘of Russian sable

heroic tragedies of the 

American occupation of the 

Philippines have become 
known to the public. Many of them 
are buried in bloody graves in the 
islands, or survive in the memories of 
a few who know. One such story,told 
by an officer of the regular army—a 
story of smiling and treacherous vil- 
lainy, of noble valor against murder 
ous odds, of the willing sacrifice of 
life for the United States flag—is the 
subject of this page. 

The narrator applauds the thorough 
heartiness with which officers of the 
army and navy, at the dinner of the 
Carabao Society in Washington last 
December, sang the now-famous lyric: 

Damn, damn, damn the insurrectos, 

Cross-eyed, kakiack ladrones. 

Underneath the starry flag, 

Civilize em with a Krag, 

And return us to our beloved homes. 


This was the chorus of a marching 
song popular among the American 
troops during the early years of the 
occupation. It was a topical, song, to 
which stanzas were added ad lib- 
itum.’’ One line, as some may recall, 
sung when ex-President Taft was 
Governor-Genéral of the. Philippines, 
referred thus to the litile hrown 
brother: He may be a brother 02 
Wiliam H. Taft, but he ain't no 
brother o mine. 

President Wilson directed Secretar-

army and navy officers who were 
responsible for the program of the 
Carabao dinner. 


It as with reference to thes incident 


that Col. George Harvey, in the North 
American Review, relates the follow- 
tng story, as told him by an army of- 
ficer formerly on duty in tie Philip- 
pines: : 


ELL, it was typieal. The 

Island of Samar was at - 

peace. The Gugus had 

been whipped into order, 

and they had promised to be geod. 

Company C of the Ninth lu antry 

was sent to garrison Baiangiga. 
Mind you, there had been peace for a year, and the 
company was simply to stay there and preserve order. 
Capt. Connell, in command, was a New York boy who 
had been graduated fron West Point, and Lieut. Bumpus 
of Boston was his junior, There was no other Lieuten- 
ant with the company, ard they mustered some sixty 
or seventy men, all told. 

Connell was a fine, friendly fellow. He was on ex- 
cellent terms with the padre of the parish and the Presi- 
dente of the village, not only for official reason, but be- 
cause he was a neighborly, amiable sort of man. - Noth- 
ing could be pleasanter than the relations of Connell 
and his men with the people of Balangiga. The Presi- 
dente had underta en to have the br ush cleared away 
from the neighborhood of the. company 's quarters, but 
he called upon Capt. Connelfwkone evening to apologize 
for delay because he hadn't enough men for the job. 
He needed 100 more. — 

“Do the best you can, said Connell. Get all th 
men you want who will work.” 

That was all the Presidente wanted, and he brought in

Edison.. Although libra- 

ries have been written about this greatest 

and most versatile of all inventors, nothing 
has afforded a more interesting and inti- 
mate glimpse of Edison than the stories 

Silverstone tells of his visit. 


The St. Louisan was one of 25 guests 
from all over the United States, with 
whom Edison has close business relations 
The 25 give a banquet to Edison at Orange 
in honor of his sixty-seventh. birthday. 
‘With characteristic bluutness, the wizard 
remarked when they had ended their feli- 
eitations: * 
This is a hell of a thing to congratulate 
a man on that he ds getting old!“ And 
then, with a smile to the wishes for many 
happy returns of the day, he added that 
he would tro om. dest to have many of 
them. 
Silverstone first became acquainted with 
Edison seven years ago and has visited 
him annually since. He says that on the 
day he was presented, the inventor, as 
Pager as he heard he was from St. Louis, ad ed.

arrived at the great Orange factory, it is necessary to 
imagine a man about 5 feet 8 inches tall, sufficiently > 
proportioned as not to appear small yet not heavy | 
enough to be called big. He wears a gray suit that 
needs pressing and a white flare collar with a bow 
tie, a thought awry. His face is full and rather pale, 
with a broad forehead, heavy gray eyebrows overhang- 
ing alert gray eyes. The nose is large and the lips are 
rather full.

N interesting exposure of one of the most 


baffling mysteries with which charlatans, 
and fake spiritualists have deceived the 


credulous, often to the great financial 
profit of the, deceiver, has been printed 
by David P. Abbott of Chicago. It is 
the secret of tic so-called spirit portrait, 
a secret which has defied man? investigators, even 


when their efforts were spurred by offers of handsome > 


purses if they shed succeed. 

Abbott has long been known as an exposer of fakes. 
For 30 years he practiced as a “spirit medium,” and in 
that time learned most of the tricks of the faker. -Sev- 
eral years ago he printed a book in which many of the 
secrets were revealed. 

By a rather sardonic turn of circumstances, his great- 


est discovery resulted in pecuniary gain to another. 


After he had mastered the secret of the “spirit por- 
trait,“ he gave the result of his inquiries to an English- 
man who, he thought, was a fellow investigator. The 
Englishman promoted a vaudeville adaptation of the 
mystery and had received royaities running up into the 
thousands of dollars before Abbott learned of the use 
to which' his information had been put. \ 

The spirit portrait mystery challenged detection for 
several years. Two women who advertised themselves 
as mediums practiced it in Chicago and Kansas City. 
Hundreds of persons are- believed to have been con- 
firmed in their beliefs in spiritualism by-ft. ‘Countless 
others, unwilling to believe that the souls of the de- 
parted are hovering about the earth, simply confessed 
they couldn’t understand this phenomenon and let it 
go at that. 

A letter from a Kansas Cityan in 1908 first enlistec 
Abbott’s interest in the affair. The letter declared that 
it was “the greatest mystery in the world,“ and said

To his friends, Prince Wilhelm is the knight, with- 
out fear and without reproach, the mighty man of his 
hands, the great captain, the valiant, the chivalrous, the 
rnler of destiny. : 

Whether this extravagance of phrase-is justified only 
But certainly the Lohengrin of 
legend never undertook a deed of higher N than 
Prince Wilhelm has under 
taken in consecrating him- 
self to the gigantic task of 
welding all the apparently 
infusible and warring ele- 
ments of Albania into a na- 
tional solidarity. His best 
friends have advised him 
against it. Kaiser “Wilhelm 
of Germany has warned him 
the task is full of personal 
peril.

to an “Innocent error“ of the physicians themselves; 


what are its effects and dangers: how it is obtained 
through unscrupulous druggists; ard how the drug mon- 
ster is today sweeping ever incressing numbers of vic- 
tims within its grip—these are related below by an 
authority upon the subject.

‘TYSICIANS tbemseives were innocently responsi- 
P ble for the origin of the popular use of beroin as 
a dope.“ Although this drug has been nown 
for some time, it was about fifteen years ago 
that physicians beger tentatively o prescribe it as a 
palliative in cases of pulmonary allment, like pleurisy, 
in which the substance s faculty of inducing slower and 
deeper respiration made it useful. It was only ten 
years ago that the practice of administering heroin in 
such cases became general among doctors. 
It was noticed by the physicians that heroin could 
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phine. 
it sradually became known just what the effects of 


hero?» addiction are, and thereby it was recognized that 
this tvative is a more deadly dope“ than any of 
the «thers, save cocaine, which belongs to a different 
fami! of poisons. — 

in e first place heroin is three times as strong as 
morphine, and therefore affords the desired stimulation 
more swiftly and riore powerfully. While morphine 
may give a warm and genial sensation of we!lbeing, 
heroin. in the first tages of its use, may cause inebria- 
tion— not the ine>riction of scattered faculties. induced 
by alcchol, but one in which the mental processes are 
geared up to abnormal speed. The mind becomes mor- 
bidlv clear and swift and can do formidable quantities 
of work with dispatch and precision. Therein lies the 
pecnliar seductivenéss of heroin’s appeal to overworked 
studerts and professional and business men. 

But after this irt llectual exaltetion comes a collapse 
of an utter and absolute exhaustion which morphine 
users do not know. The reaction from the surerhuman 
energy conferred bv the drug is one of deathly enerva- 
tion. And the tregedy is that the victim never again 
attains the height cf exbilaration produced by the first 
dose. The effects tecome feebler and feebler, until at 
last, however increased the quantity, there is no longer 
a blove of mental vigor, but scarcely even a ghastly 
Spark.

Hundreds of patients, illiterate 
and educated, have told me in their 
Mm.various ways that the greatest 
agony of their condi- 
tion is this endless 
and futile chase of a 
will-o-the-wisp. They 
remember the  bril- 
liance of the first 
days of their use of 
the drug and desper- 
ately strive to reil- 
lumine them by tak- 
ing larger and larger 
amounts. It is in 
vain. They are pur- 
suing an unattainable 
hope. 

Another peculiarity 
heroin was discovered 
to possess which is not shared by other opiates. ln my 
experience, when a “fiend’s’~system becomes saturated 
w.th morphive, it is practically impossible for him 0 
tale a fatal dose of the poison, whatever the quantity 
absorbed. A morphine slave cannot easily kill himself 
by taking morphine, however large the amount. But 
one addicted to heroin may readily take a dose of the 
drug which will be fatal. Let him by mistake ta e 
double or treble his customary dosage. and he is likely 
to pay with his life for the blunder. 

Tre physical effects of the use of heroin to excess are 
net always noticeable to the layman, unless he is skilled 
to look for the contracted pupil of the eye which all 
opiates affect. In time, sallowness of complexion and 
emaciation become visible symptoms. The chief havoc

| object to the popular pariance which calls these 
drug addictions “habits.” They would better be termed 
“necessities.” For the use of “dope’’ creates a deep- 
seated diseased condition in which the drug becomes 
abeolutely necessary. The habit“ is an effect of the 
“necessity,” and is the routine quantity of poison de- 
manded by the system and the periods at which it must 
be taken. 

This diseased condition assuredly ma’es its victims 
more susceptible to dangerous ailments like pnenmonia. 
to which they succumb more quickly than do those free 
of the vice. Thus drug-using is frequently the indirect 
cause of death, as it undermines the body’s powers of 
‘resistance. 

As the dread dangers of heroin became generally re- 
ognized, reputable physicians ceased to prescribe it al- 
most altogether, and druggists of conscience refused to 
sell it, at least to strangers. a 

Nevertheless, the proportion of heroin addicts has 
steadily increased and is still increasing. Only 10 years 
ago cases of this form of affliction were almost un- 
known to practitioners. Now, by a conservative esti- 
mate, five out of every 100 “dope fiends’ who apply 
for treatment are heroin victims. Three years ago the 
then Secretary of Agriculture Wilson estimated that 
4,000,000 persons in the United States were addicted to 
one form of “dope” or another. By this ratio, there 
would be 200,000 or more heroin “slaves” in the country 
today. een 
Heroin comes either in tablets or in a white powder. 
The tablets may be dissoived and injected hypodermical- 
ly or taken through the mouth: The powder is often 
sniffed up the nostrils like cocaine. It is expensive, tab- 
lets containing one-twelith of a grain costing 1 cent 
each. Those using 10 grains a day would thus pay $1.20 
a day for the drug. egos 3 

I am not in favor of n drastic and sudden procedure 
like the Federal prosecution, which aims at eliminating 
heroin and similar drugs without some provision for 
relief and cure. I do believe in gradual restriction of 
the sale of deleterious drugs. But if the heroin addicts 
alone were abruptly cut of! from their sources of supply, 
the reform would result in a formidable crime wave. 
For a “fiend,” deprived of his “dope,” will steal and 
murder to get it; or these failing, will kill himself rather 
than live without it.

ture at the Cancer Hospital in London 
on Dec. 10, C. E. S. Phillips, F. R. S., 
EAin' urgh, who is honorery physicist 
to the electrical and radiotherapeutic 
department of that beneficent institution, 
forerhadowed ideas in this connection 
which may bear fruit in time to come. 
He pointed out that radium in solution 
always decomposes water in which it is 
placed, giving rise to an explosive mix 
ture of gasses—oxygen and hydrogen: 
and he proceeded to illustrate the work- 
ing possibilities of such a mixture with 
a small apparatus of primitive nature 
for the benefit of his audience. Owing 
to the searcity of radium, he used on this 
oecasion other means of producing the 
recuired explosive mixture, but the audi- 
ence understood that it could have been 
produced by the action of radium as in- 
dicate’. 

The apparatus consisted of a fly wheel 
in the shape of a small paner windmill 
with the sails going round horizontally 
insterd of vertically. Close to this stood 
a Glen tube sbaped like the letter Y with 
a Short length of electric wire inserted 
in ereh of the upper arms of the letter 
This represented the combustion cham- 
ber of the embryo motor of the future. 
Fastened to the lower end of the tube 
wog epother tube running to a glass bot- 
tle containing the explosive mixture of 
oxygen and hydrogen referred to above 
and supposed to have been produced 
from the decomposition of water by 
‘radium solution. The lecturer turned a

ISS MAUD S. MARTIN of 
New Zealand bas bred a race 
of pure white canaries; that 
is to say, Canaries which lay 
hatch out into pure white 
birds. In a recent number of ‘“Knowl- 
edge” she tells how she did it. : 

She bought a pure white hen which 
was a “sport” from ordinary buff par- 
ents and the sister of ordinary buff birds. 
This she bred as an experiment in Men- 
delism.. She mated the white hen with 
a buff cock quite unrelated to her. 

“From the mating of this pair, in 1909 
and’ 1910,“ she writes, “f reared three 
buff cocks and three buff hens. No 
‘whites’ appeared, which is, of course, 
what I expected. These three buff cocks 
and three buff hens I mated together in 
1910 and 1911, and obtained from them 
48 buff chicks and 16 white ones, prev- 
ing their hybrid character. 

“Nine of the whites were reared, six 
cocks, three hens, and | sept five buff 
hens to brred the following year. The 
buff cocks I did not use for breeding, 
* * but used only the white cocks as 
mates for all the hens the following year. 

“The three buff hens of 1909 and 1910 
(first hybrid generation) I mated in 1911 
and 1912 to their sons, the white cocks 
of 1910 and 1911 (scrcond generation), 
and from them I obtained 14 buff chicks

and 26 white chicks. 


“The three white hens (1910 and 1911, 
second generation) I mated to white 
cocks (1910 and 1911, second genera- 


tion) in 1911 and.1912, and from them 


I obtained 25 white chicks, no buff ones 
appearing in the nests at all, apparently 
proving their reeessive character. 


“The six buff hens (1910 and 1911, see- 


ond generation) I mated to white cocks 


(1910 and 1911, second generation) ip 
1911 and 1912. Two of them gave me 
only buff birds, no white ones appearing 
in the nests at all, which looked as if 
they were domina .s, the other four 
hens having 16 buff chicks and 27 white 
ones, evidently being hybrids, or. impure 
dominants.”’ 

Miss Martin goes into an _ e!aborate 
analysis of each of the crosses, and con- 
cludes by saying she has established a 
race of white canaries breeding true to 
color, “and apparently yellow and white 
obey the Mendelian laws, producing 
dominants, impure dominants (or hy- 
brids) and ‘recessives.”
